TOURMALINE. 
CALIFORNIA. 

The remarkable new locality of colored tourma- 
lines at Mesa Grande, San Diego County, Cal., des 
cribed in my last report, has continued to yield ex- 
ceedingly choice material. It occurs on the same belt 
as that in which is found the lepidolite of Smith 
Mountain, and the close association of this lithia 
mica with the colored lithia tourmalines, familiar 
elsewhere, leads to the belief that there may prove 
to be a zone of these valuable and interesting 
minerals traversing this region. At Mesa Grande 
the tourmalines occur in a vein of mingled quartz, 
lepidolite and feldspar, which is exposed by ero 


sion for a distance of some 300 feet or more on 
the mountain side The locality has been known 
to the Indians, who break up the rock by blasting, 
and thus get access to the cavities, in which the 
tourmalines chiefly occur Many crystals are also 
found loose in a red clay, resulting from the de- 


composition of the rock 

The story runs that about 25 years ago some In- 
dian children playing around their camp in this 
vicinity picked up an oddly shaped stone about 
three inches long, six-sided, and as thick as a lead 
pencil or thicker, which, when cleaned and rubbed 
was found to be of a rich blue color, partly clear 
and very brilliant, like a sapphire. This, although 
not known or understood at the time by those who 
saw it, was probably the first tourmaline dis- 
covery in San wWiego County Subsequently other 
crystals were picked up by Indians and cowboys, 
who prized them for their attractive colors—blue, 
red, green, etc., but had no knowledge of their 
real character or commercial value. Now, as above 
mentioned, the Indians have learned somewhat 
how to get them from the rock. The spessartite 
garnet found in this locality has already been 
noted under “‘garnet,’’ above. 

E. A. Wulfing, in a recent article, publishes his 
studies on the optical properties of the Elba and 
Haddam Neck tourmaline, giving a series of com-

Now, however, these records are copied 
in large volumes prepared especially for 
that purpose and filed away: Watches 


which are running irregularly, or employe 
who neglect to attend to the regulating of 
their watches every two weeks, are known 
to the chief inspector when he makes his 
rounds, and the result that 
time is kept on all divisions of the system

Workmen Strike in Factories of Two 


Newark, N. J., Manufacturers. 


Newark, N. J., Oct. 7.—The strike of 
the jewelry workers of this city, which 
has been threatening for several weeks 
past, is now on. 

About 100 men walked out of Krementz 


& Co.’s factory this morning, and say they 


will not go back until they have obtained 
a nine-hour schedule on the old scale of 
wages. 

Wednesday 18 men in Larter, Elcox & 
Co.’s factory struck. The factory is still 
running, however, and members of the firm 
declare that it will do so, strike or no 
strike, 

The closing up of factories at this time 
will work much harm to manufacturing 
jewelers in this city, as many of them are 


behind on orders, and business is rushing. 

Six or seven weeks ago, members of the 
Union began to gather in 
members and organized into a formidable 
body. A few weeks later they notified the 
smaller manufacturers that they wanted a 
nine-hour schedule, the 
rate of These manufacturers ac 
cepted the proposition. The strikers gradu

‘How to Make Attractive and Profitable Store Window Displays.”’

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HE windows of a jeweler in a crowded 

thoroughfare should contain a _ very 
different display. His appeal is to all kinds of 
people—irregular and buyers, 
persons who are influenced by monetary 
conditions, and who, if they have money, 
spend it freely for whatever may catch 
their fancy. His window must attract these 
people, and also furnish an abundant va 
riety of articles for another large class who, 
when they think of buying something, pre 
fer the non-committal window, to study 
what they shall get and how much they 
shall spend. A strong, brilliant center, as, 
for instance, a tray of diamonds with a 
hooded light over it, to catch the eye, is 
advisable. The front of the main part of 
the window flooring should be about waist 
high from the sidewalk, with an incline 
sufficiently steep to bring each succeeding 
tier of goods as they recede toward the 
back of the window clear of those fronting

them. The last tier should be about on a 
line with the average person’s chin. Just 
above this line and close to the window 


could be placed two very light bars sup- 
ported by brackets on either side for a row 


of rings in separate boxes. Immediately 


.the printing neat and plain 


above this, and in a line with the eye, hang 
a row of watches extending over the full 
breadth of the window. Brackets on either 
side of the window would furnish places for 
large pieces, as French clocks, bric-a-brac, cut 
These should be selected and ar 
ranged so as to be helpful to the general 
effect of the body of the window. Half 
way back from the watches a line of chate- 
laine bags could be suspended with good 
effect. In the extreme rear a line of um 
brellas, hung sufficiently high for the han- 
dles to show the watches from the 
street, would room under them to 
reach into the window without obstruction.

by bringing into notice the goods for sale. 
This plan may something, but not 
more than the average jeweler throws away 
On injudicious advertising. 

A square raised stand inclining to the 
front, with a beveled edge next the window, 
and covered with plain black cloth, is a 
style adopted by some of the most .suecess 
ful window dressers in the jewelry trade 
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on this, especially desirable articles placed 
it intervals with cards bearing a terse de- 
scription and the price neatly written ap- 
pear to advantage. The window should be 
backed with a plain cloth or velvet curtain. 
Some prefer plate glass, but that is con- 
fusing to the eye and liable to distract at- 
tention from the goods. Few persons can 
stand before a mirror without looking at 
It can be used with good ad 
vantage for the sides, however. Lace and 
gaudy stuffs and figures should be avoided 
hey look tawdry, suggest dry goods, and 
cheapen the jewels. They also distract the 
eye, which should be centered on th 
things for sale.

nent retail jeweler complained that the 
mail order jewelers are the worst enemies oi 
the retailer and thought that 
should be taken to protect the retailer from

The remedy lies within the reach of the 
retailers themselves if they will but make 
use of it, Without 
it any business will lag behind and make it 
firms as these

dreaded catalogue houses to make great in 
roads into their former list of patrons 

If the subject is fully analyzed. it will be 
found that fully 80 per cent. of the business 
done by mail order houses is done with 
women. Curiosity may be the reason for. it, 
but who can blame her for buying of the 
catalogue dealer if his prices are slightly 
lower than those of the local dealer? 

The retail dealer can sell his wares as 
cheaply and in many instances cheaper than 
the mail order house because he is not under 
When one 
considers that the catalogue house spends 
thousands of dollars yearly for space in the 
leading magazines to the one or two hundred 
dollars that the average retailer spends for 
advertising in the best of his local papers it 
will be evident that the retailer has the cat 


as great an expense as the latter.

probabilities are that he or she would be 
come a regul patron. 

Since it is evident that the retailer has 
the advantage in his own locality he shouid 


follow it up so as to outstrip all competition 
lo do this he should study the methods 
of all his competitors and endeavor to d 
Advertising and studying

better than they 
the trade paper ads. are the means 
ing his trade by him and attracting new, and 
since it has been shown that women torm 
a large patronage of the mail order houses 
he should construct some if not most of hi 
advertisements so as to appeal especially to 
them. 

Taking it all in all, the retailer has the 
advantage in his own town; he knows his 
people; they know him and his goods and 
people generally like to see what they are 
buvine and yet with all these advantages 
there are a few who will lament their seem 
ing troubles when a little “hustle” and a 
little thinking will overcome them all.

An eastern man has devised a gun by 
which he can fire steadily at any object 
from behind a tree, exposing no part of 
his face, head or person. By a simple ar- 
rangement of 45° reflectors the whole field, 
including the forward sight on his rifle, 
comes within the line of vision, while his 
head and eye are protected by 15 to 20 
inches of hard oak trunk or granite. The 
gun has a stock of peculiar construction, 
but certainly not very expensive. The ad- 
vantage of the gun in fortified posts on 
frontiers, where sharpshooters do their 
deadly work, or to a sharpshooting corps 
investing a fortification seems to be con- 
siderable. 

The instance is not a very marked one, 
but it is an instance of the use of optics 
for an unusual purpose. That there are 
thousands of ways in which mirrors and 
lenses can be employed for practical pur- 
poses not yet dreamed of that will give a 
wonderful efficacy to various classes of 
employment, industry, the accomplishment 
of tasks considered to be as quite out of 
the natural, cannot be doubted. 

Optics is a study offering a wonderful 
field of research, both because of its at- 
tractiveness as such a field, and because 
of what may be accomplished that will 
he of commercial value.

Testing of Workmen's Eyesight. 


| N this paper, says Dr. H. E. Jones, in the 

British Medical Journal, | propose to 
deal with one side only of the subject, 
namely, the difficulty of obtaining evidence 
regarding the eyesight of men previous to 
n accident, and the importance of such 
evidence in the settlement of claims. I ex- 
ude such questions as the greater liabil- 
ity to injury of defective eyes over sound 
eyes. 

Under the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1897, a person whose wage-earning power 

is been lessened by any injury incurred 
vhile at work is entitled to receive from his 
employer half the amount per week by 
which his average weekly wage is reduced, 
ran equivalent capital sum. In estimating 
the amount of compensation due for any 

ury everything turns upon the answer 
to the question, “To what extent, if any, 
has the injury reduced the person’s wage 
earning power?” 

Let us consider the bearing of this upon 
njuries to the eye and some of the prob- 
lems which may have to be solved before 
the required answer can be found. 

1. Assume that before the accident the 
man saw well with each eye. One eye is 
seriously injured, the other remains sound. 
If the man can do the work he is accus- 
tomed to with his one sound eye he re- 
ceives no compensation. But can he do the 
same work? He will likely as not say that 
he cannot, and much depends upon the 
nature of his work. 

2. A sightless or almost sightless eye 
receives some slight injury; the other and 
sound eye remains good. The wage-earn- 
ing power is not reduced and the man is 
not entitled to any compensation, but he 
now, by an effort of memory, assisted by 
the promptings of his friends, distinctly 
recollects that he had quite an appreciable 
amount of sight in that eye. Was the eye 
altogether useless? 

3. One eye was already a more or less 
defective eye (with or without the knowl- 
edge of the claimant), when the other and 
good eye met with an accident. Was there 
really a difference between the eyes and is 
it the better eye that has been injured? 

4. Both have been injured. Was 
either, or were both eyes good before the 
accident and to what extent has the in- 
jury lessened the wage-earning power? 

These are some of the problems one is 
called upon to solve. 

The first point then to be settled for all 
cases is—“What is the minimum degree of 
sight which will enable men to do the 
work which they are respectively engaged 
in and earn full wages?” It seems to me 
that this can be ascertained only by testing 
and recording the 
itely), of large numbers of men engaged in 
kinds of work. Such an inquirv 
would probably reveal the fact that in many 
many persons were

the accident? This can be. settled in one 
way only—by systematically testing and re- 
cording the sight of every workman who 
comes under the act. 

The third point is: How much sight has 
the claimant after recovery from the acci- 
dent and what chances has he of retain- 
ing such vision as he possesses? 

The last point will always have to be 
settled by the skill and the knowledge of 
the ophthalmic expert, but unless reliable 
information obtained on the first 
and second points, the expert’s opinion is 
not of much assistance in the settlement of 


can be 


the claim. 

In order that this information may al- 
ways be available, I would suggest that in 
every mine or works coming under the act a 
simple record of the sight of each eye of 
each workman should be appended to the 
workman’s name in the wage-book. An ap- 
proximation to the truth would be sufficient 
for practical purposes, so that the examina 
tion need not be elaborate, may even be 
“rough and ready.” It must be suited to 
those who cannot read as well as to those 
who can; and so long as employers refuse 
to allow their men to wear glasses at work 
it must be a test of the vision of the naked 
eye; above all, each eye must be tested sep 
arately. 

Dot counting at five or six feet distance 
is a simple test which could be applied by a 
clerk or manager and which would suffice 
to bring out most defects, including errors 
of refraction. Of course it would be much 
better to have a thorough and scientific ex- 
amination, but I am afraid that is not 
“within the range of practical politics.” To 
prevent any suspicion of unfairness I would 
allow any workman to substitute for the 
employer’s record a report of his vision 
signed by a qualified medical man. 

I foresee three objections to the pro- 
posals I have made: 

1. It may be held by some ophthalmolo- 
gists that it is always possible to tell -by 
objective examination whether or not there 
existed any defect in either or both eyes 
before the alleged accident.

If the setting of hands is desired, the 
winding stem is pulled out, the shipping 
lever, 8, under impulse of the spring, 9, 
pushes back the plunger, 6, it being re- 
leased from the pressure of the stem. The 
shipping lever now presses against the left 


side of the notch of the shipper, which 
causes its long arm to turn inward, dis- 
connect it with the winding pinion and 
bring it in gear with the setting wheel. 

Such is the position shown in the illus- 
tration and such it is when the movement 
is out of its case. Being connected with 
the winding wheel, it is not possible that 
the movement can be adjusted in an ordi- 
nary tin box, without employing some 
means of effecting a disconnection with it. 

For that purpose little steel winding 
squares were once furnished with the move- 
ment, but an improvement has been made 
whereby they are dispensed with. It is a 
shipper bar, 18, which is sunk on a level 
with the plate. It has projections, 13’, 13”, 
at both ends. When pulled out it will lift 
the shipper and thus disconnect the clutch 
with the winding wheel. If it be required 
to set the hands during the adjustment, or 
when the movement is to be cased, the 
shipper bar is pushed inward. It fits just 
tight enough in the groove so as to resist 
the tension of the spring, 9. 

Watchmakers will find this improvement 
a welcome innovation, and being thorough- 
ly acquainted with the setting device, they 
will undoubtedly not hesitate to unscrew 
and clean it when a watch is received for 
repairing and cleaning. 

The neglect of cieaning, especially un- 
derneath the small winding wheel, is in 
many instances the reason why watches are 
frequently returned after the operation. 

If at any time you are in need of a little 
spring, 9, it can be easily replaced and 
made from a piece of steel mandolin string, 
of which I. have spoken in previous articles. 
This wire has the required thickness and 
hardness for pivots and small springs, and 
for this latter purpose it can be easily 
shaped with a pair of plyers. 





Clocks and Watches in Christian, Ill. 


RECENT canvass of several townships 

in Christian County, IIl., showed that 

there was no dearth of timepieces in that vi- 
cinity. 

According to the assessor’s books the 
number of watches and clocks in Christian 
county is 5,276, with a total value of $28,- 
250. The number and value of each town-

THE HOROLOGICAL REVIEW. 
The Measurement of Time. 

(Mitton Uppecrarr, U. S. Naval Observatory, 
| in The Horological Journal.) 
(Concluded.) 

HE standard clock of the Greenwich 


Observatory, by Dent, of London, is 
mounted in the basement of the observa- 
tory, where the temperature changes are 
small and very gradual, and is fitted with 

| an electrical for barometric com 
| pensation. 

The standard clock of the Paris Observa 
tory, by Winnerl, enjoys the unique 
distinction of being mounted in a vault at 
a depth of 27 meters underground. The 
temperature changes at that depth are, 
of course, very small, being, according to 
Tisserand, not more than one or two 
hundredths of a degree during the year, 
but the effect of barometric changes on 
the rate of the clock has been found to be 
serious, 

There seems to be no case where an 
attempt has been made to keep both 
temperature and barometric pressure 
strictly constant. There is, I think, no 
doubt that it is entirely feasible to main- 
tain a suitably constructed vault at a 
practically constant temperature through 
out the year by artificial means. Then, 
with an air-tight case, the barometric 
pressure could be kept practically uniform 
and the clock would be completely pro- 


dev ice 


tected from dust and moisture. Even if 
it were not practicable to get the case 
| perfectly air-tight, a practically uniforrm 


pressure could be maintained by exhaust- 
ing the air from time to time, provided 
that the leakage is very small. 

Accurate comparisons of clocks running 
under such uniform conditions would be 
exceedingly valuable, not only in giving 
the highest order of results in timekeeping, 
but also in developing the peculiarities 
and comparative merits of the clocks them- 

selves. The extreme accuracy with which 
| two clocks, one keeping sidereal and the 
| other mean time, can be compared by 
| coincidences of the beats, which take place 
Fen six minutes, familiar to every 
|

astronomer. Again, tne more rapid minor 
variations in the rates of clocks could 
perhaps be detected and their periodicity 
determined by comparison with the vibra 

| tions of a pendulum swinging in vacuo. 

| Improvement in performance of astro 

| nomical clocks is of special importance in 


fundamental astronomy. An independent 
redetermination of the positions of the 
fundamental stars is necessary, and for 


this the most accurate possible timekeep- 
ing is needed, because, in order to be of 
value in the present state of astronomy, 
such work must be of the highest degree 
of accuracy. All this has long been 
recognized by astronomers, and during the 
past forty vears efforts in the direction 
| of smproved timekeeping have been made 
in all the principal observatories of Europe 
where fundamental work is attempted. 

Commenting on the bad effect of varia- 
tions in the rates of astronomical clocks 
due to the diurnal changes of tefnperature, 
Professor Foerster, the distinguished as- 
tronomer, who has been for thirty-eight 
years director of the Royal Observatory at 
Berlin, wrote in 1867: 

“How detrimental to accuracy such a 
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large and changeable irregularity is, 
evident since it operates like a variz 
division error. 

“It is therefore necessary, in order t 
a clock may be of service in absol 
determinations of star places, to have 
protected from the daily temperat 
change, and also from all sudden chang 
of temperature.

Famous Clocks. 


URING the 16th century some fantast 
cally ornate clocks were produced, but 
the richest and most intricate of the period 
was the second of the world-famed Stra 


burg clocks, says an_ exchange. Be 
sides an ordinary dial it had a ce 
lestial globe indicating  sidereal time, 
a yearly revolving calendar for th 


century, months, days, names of saints an 
dates of movable feasts. Above this calen 
dar there appeared daily in succession fig 
ures of cars representing the days of th 
week—Apollo on Sunday, Diana on Mon 
day, and so on. A figure of Death struc! 
the number of hours on a bell, and a coc 
on top of one of the spires flapped its wing 
and crowed at noon. This marvel was fin 
ished by the talented brothers Habrecht, 
and a specimen of their work may be seen 
in the clock that is placed at the top of th 
main staircase of the British musuem. 
There an amusing rhyme associated 
with the 16th century clock in the church 
tower of St. Mary’s steps, Exeter. In a 
niche above its dial there are three mechan 
ical figures. The center one, representing 
Henry VIII., strikes the hour, inclining its 
head at each stroke; the two side figures 
strike the quarters. The humorous folk of 
Exeter have named these “Matthew the 
miller and his two sons,” in playful: derision 
of a miller named Matthew, who was famed 
in the district for his clocklike punctuality

For every hour in Westgate tower, 
Matthew nods his head.” 

[he famous clock in the Palais de Justice 
of Paris dates from 1370 and is the work 
of the celebrated De Vick, whose turret- 
clocks are the earliest on reliable record. The 
carved figures of Piety and Justice and the 
angels supporting the royal coat of arms 
were executed by Germain Pilon. It 
believed that it was bell of this clock 
which rang the signal for the massacre of

QUESTIO », 255.—To Protect Paint 


Upon Iron.—/ have a workshop behind my 
store covered with glass, fastened in tron 
railings. The latter are painted, but rain, 
moisture, etc., cause the paint to come off 
and the railing rusts. Can this be prevent- 
ed by a thorough painting? My question 
may also interest those who have iron watcii 
signs which become rusty. 
cA. 

ANSWER :—The best remedy is to wash 
and clean the rusty spots thoroughly, then 
to cover the iron immediately with boiling 
linseed oil. It is best to perform the opera 
tion in hot and dry weather. Small arti- 
cles may first be heated and then thrown in 
the hot oil. The oil penetrates into the pores 
of the metal, expels the humidity and the 
paint will then adhere tenaciously to the 
prepared surface. 


QuEstTION No. 256.—Petroleum Lamps.— 
Is there any way by which coal oil of about 
1.50° test can be made to burn without char 
ring the wick except by complete or neariy 
complete combustion; for instance, after a 
coal oil lamp with chimney attached has 
undergone partial combustion and the chim- 
ney has been removed and the cap of burner 
thrown back and then allowed to bl 
will char, fame and go out on account cf 
the crust or char. Better oil, say 1.75° test, 
will not crust so soon. What is this in the 
oil which causes the crust; this is very im- 
portant to me. E. M. L. 
ANSWER:—We do not understand 
you mean by coal oil of 1.50° or 1.75° 
The chemical composition of coal oil, « 
better, petroleum, varies greatly. Its 
cific gravity is from 0.7 to 1.2. It is insol 
uble in water and consequently cannot b« 
adulterated with it. The oil itself dissolves 
about 2 per cent. of water. The oils ob 
tained in the Devonian and subcarbonifer 
ous rocks of eastern Ohio, New York, west 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia are 
the most easily refined for commercial uses 
of any petroleum known. Kerosene is the 
most important product of petroleum. Its 
density should be from 43° to 45° Baum

Then 
attach the article to the negative wire of th 
battery and immerse it in the solution. A 
short time only is required to give the 
article a dull yellow color, which, when 
brushed with the moistened brass brush 
becomes the Roman color. But this is 


easier said than done, for the workman often 


must manipulate the solution, etc., to obtain 


good results. The articles will receive a 
nicer coating if they are kept in motion 
in the solution, which should be. heated 
until the water in the surrounding vessel 
reaches the boiling point. Better results 
are obtained by keeping the anode and

to secure the specimens, which will soon 
arrive, to be placed on exhibition in the 
museum at the University of California. 

The most interesting discovery, according 
to Dr. Reisner, was that of a quantity of 
gold jewelry of the first dynasty, which had 
originally been confiscated by the ancient 
Egyptian Government Other specimens, 
more rare than any at present shown in 
the museums of Great Britain, make up the 
valuable collection. The contingent which 
is on its way consists of over 200 larg: 
boxes to be received from various sections 
of Egypt, while 200 more boxes have been 
sent from Girgo, in upper Egypt. The jew 
elry, which is of peculiar formation and 
valuable from many standpoints, will arrive 
by express in two large cases 

“The interest which I took in my en 
deavors to procure these specimens for th« 
University of California,’ said Dr. Reis 
ner, “caused me to forget the difficulties 
which I naturally encountered in the un 
dertaking. The list of specimens obtained 
is so long that it would be impossible for 
me tO name even a portion of them. The 
objects collected are rare and of much 
value and will add greatly to the historical 
interest of the museum at the university 
I am well satisfied with the result of the 
attempt to procure these treasures, and 
those who will see them from time to time 
will agree that where such specimens exist 
an investigation is well worth while.”

High Prices for Old China. 


A* recently as the Willoughby London 
dispersal in February of this year, 
it was to be seen how the beautiful Sévres 
ware, known as Rose-du-Barry, attracts the 
collector of rare porcelain. Then a des- 
sert service—the decorative work of Le 
Guay and other French ceramists—brought 
3,200 guineas. In the second day’s sale of 
the Massey-Mainwaring collection at Chris- 
tie’s, this event was recalled. <A _ service, 
consisting of 18 exquisitely colored 
plates, decorated by Thevenet, came up, and 
in the end Messrs. Duveen, who bought the 
London service, secured the set for £3,000. 
This series once formed part of Lord 
Gwydir’s collection. Another feature of the 
day was provided by a splendid Godon 
clock, Louis Seizet period, with ormolu 
mounts, by Gouthiére, and in a vase-shaped 
case of Sévres porcelain a la reine. The 
body of this is painted with birds and fes- 
toons of flowers. Originally in Lord 
Strathallan’s possession, it now fetched 
£2,100, given by Mrs. Lee. Altogether the 
second day’s portion reached £12,307 16s. 
6d., making over £20,000 so far. Among 
the remainder of the lots the following 
Sévres examples call for mention: An 
éventail jardiniére, with semi-circular 
front, 660 guineas (Larkin); a jardiniére, 
with semi-circular front, 6 in. high and 
10 in. wide, 530 guineas (Litchfield); an 
éventail jardiniére and stand, 300 guineas 
(ditto); an oval verriére by Sioux, 300 
guineas (Isaac); an ecuelle cover and 
stand, Rose-du-Barry ground, with gilding, 
by Theodore, £700 (Larkin); and a Rose 
du-Barry oval dish, from the Dudley col- 
lection, £470. A Louis XVI. clock by La 
pina, and a pair of vases, formed as double 
fish, fetched 310 guineas.—Pottery Gazette.
